“I thin k it’s so methin g that 
ev ery b o dy may hav e to do 
so o n er o r later,” Mrs. Arm­ 
stro n g said this week — the 
family ’s third witho u t p o wer. 
They n o w hav e n o o p eratin g 
air 
co n ditio n er, 
telev isio n , 
washer, dry er, stereo , sto v e, 
ho t water heater, electric can 
o p en er, hairdry er, clo cks, re­ 
frigerato r o r to aster. 
In stead, there are lan tern s, a 
kero sen e sto v e an d co ld sho w­ 
ers at the Armstro n g ho me in 
this Lo wer Flo rida Gu lf Co ast 
city . 
“To me it’s n o t an imp o sitio n 
at all,” said Armstro n g, o p er­ 
ato r o f an au to mo b ile rep air 
b u sin ess. “Ab o u t the o n ly thin g 
we miss is that b ig b ill.” 
Amstro n g had the electric 
co mp an y tu rn o ff the p o wer 
when his mo n thly b ill to p p ed 
$100. He said the lights will 
stay o u t u n til the rates go 


do wn , which “p ro b ab ly wo n ’t 
hap p en v ery so o n .” 
He estimated his weekly fu el 
co sts are n o w ab o u t $9 .70, in ­ 
clu din g the co st o f kero sen e, 
q u arters to wash at the lau n ­ 
dro mat an d ice.

Wan ted : The truth 
abou t inflation 


By JOHN F. McMANUS 
BELMONT, Mass.— It was the 
u ncomplicated honesty of a small 
boy which ex posed the emperor’s 
nakedness in the fable abou t his 
wonderfu l new clothes. Until the 
child spoke, no one else was willing 
to do so. His simple statement of 
fact, howev er, qu ickly brou ght ev ­ 
ery one—the emperor inclu ded—to 
his senses. 
Today , a frau d of mu ch greater 
proportions is being perpetrated on 
the people of the United States. As in 
the fable cited abov e, a simple dec­ 
laration of tru th is all that is needed 
to ex pose the cu rrent con game and 
the con artists who are arranging it. 
The con game is inflation. And 
the con artists hav e su cceeded in 
blaming ev ery one bu t the real cu l­ 
prit for a problem which is eating u p 
the people’s sav ings, lowering the 
American standard of liv ing, and 
leading ou r nation and all of u s into 
certain ru in. 
The simple declaration so des­ 
perately needed is a straightforward 
and tru e definition of inflation. We 
offer: Inflation is an increase in the 
qu antity of money which cau ses ris­ 
ing prices and wages. In the United 
States, the federal gov ernment 
cau ses inflation and no one else. 
(Cou nterfeiters occasionally rob ev ­ 
ery one by inflating the money su p­ 
ply —and they are sev erely pu nished 
when cau ght.) 
Bu t the engineers of the cu rrent 
con game continu e to misinform the 
American people by telling u s that 
the effect of inflation is inflation it­ 
self. We are told ov er and ov er again 
that inflation is merely an increase 
in prices and wages. As a resu lt, the 
American people are blamed for a 
problem they cou ldn’t possibly cre­ 
ate. 
An u nderstanding of ex actly how 
the increase in the qu antity of mon­ 
ey leads to inflation has escaped 
many . Consider, if y ou will, an is­ 
land nation where certain beau tifu l 
sea shells were u sed as money . The 
beau ty of the shells gav e them v al­ 
u e; their size made them u sefu l for 
small transactions; and their limit­ 
ed su pply gu aranteed that their v al­ 
u e cou ld not be dilu ted throu gh ov er­ 
abu ndance. 


Bu t when some seafaring island­ 
ers fou nd a new beach with a hu ge 
su pply of sea shells, they began to 
spend their new money in grand 
fashion. Soon, sea shells were ev ery ­ 
where and their v alu e ev aporated 
accordingly . 


What had happened in the island 
nation was inflation. In effect, the 
v alu e of goods and serv ices stay ed 
the same, bu t the v alu e of money de­ 
creased. Sav ings, retirement fu nds, 
insu rance policies, and the ability to 
condu ct bu siness—formerly based 
on the stable v alu e of a limited su p­ 
ply of sea shells—disappeared right 
before the ey es of the islanders. 
Today , like the sea-faring island­ 
ers who fou nd and then spent the 
new su pply of sea shells, ou r gov ern­ 
ment finds and spends new printing- 
press dollars in order to cov er defi­ 
cits. Yet the well-entrenched errors 
abou t inflation persist. In his Oct. 15 
speech. President Ford su ggested 
that the American people sav e, bal­ 
ance bu dgets, shop wisely , recy cle 
scrap, clean u p dinner plates, plant 
gardens, refu se to raise wages and 
prices, and u ndertake other meas­ 
u res to solv e the problem. 
Bu t the people hav e no imme­ 
diate responsibility for the real 
cau se of inflation—the increase in 
the money su pply . The su ggestions 
offered by Mr. Ford betray either a 
colossal ignorance of the su bject or a 
willingness to participate in the on­ 
going con game. Whatev er the case, 
the American people are the v ic­ 
tims. 
No one bu t the federal gov ern­ 
ment can cau se inflation becau se 
only the federal gov ernment can add 
to the money su pply . An end to defi­ 
cit spending and a retu rn to preciou s 
metal backing for ou r cu rrency 
wou ld stop it. If equ ipping a small 
boy to tell the tru th wou ld ex pose the 
cu rrent frau d, we’d gladly seek one 
ou t. 
Inflation, howev er, is not a fable; 
it is terrify ingly real. Spreading the 
tru th abou t it so as to solv e the prob­ 
lem will requ ire the cou rage and de­ 
termination of many clear-thinking 
Americans. How abou t y ou ?

Runaway plants

A recent letter to a metropolitan 
newspaper by Frank Ey les, ex ecu ­ 
tiv e secretary of the Midwest Indu s­ 
trial Union Ck)u ncil, calls attention to 
one of the prime cau ses of u nem­ 
ploy ment at the present time. He 
charges that “more than one million 
American workers hav e lost their 
jobs becau se of ru naway plants’’— 
that is, bu sinesses which hav e 
opened plants in foreign cou ntries 
after closing down or deliberately 
redu cing produ ction in the United 
States. 


In bu siness parlance, these 
plants are called “mu lti-nationals,” 
Ix it that is ju st a deceptiv e eu phem­ 
ism for the accu rate label applied by 
Mr. Ey les, namely , “ru naway 
plants.” He states that billions of 
dollars in capital hav e been inv ested 
in foreign cou ntries; plants hav e 
been bu ilt and manned to take ad­ 
v antage of lower tax es and cheap la­ 
bor abroad, v ital American technol­ 
ogy has been ex ported; and patent 
rights hav e been sold with little re­ 
gard for the economy , or ev en secu r­ 
ity , of the United States. 


So what’s wrong with all that? If 
a bu siness concern can produ ce 
more efficiently in a foreign cou n­ 
try , isn’t it entitled to locate its plant 
wliere tax es and costs are cheapest 
in order to make the max imu m prof­ 
it? 


Si^e it is - bu t prov ided the mu l­ 
tinationals pu t u p their own money 
and operate at their own risk. Bu t 
they don’t. The Americans, who are 
left holding the bag with empty 
plants and rising u nemploy ment, 
are also forced throu gh their tax es 
to su bsidize these ru naway plants 
and-or to gu arantee the inv estors 
against loss. 


The reason that American work­ 
ers hav e the highest standard of liv ­ 
ing in the world is becau se of the 
large capital inv estn^ent per em­ 


ploy e in plant and machinery . The 
av erage for all indu stries in Ameri­ 
ca is an inv estment of more than 
$28,(XX) per employ e. In chemical 
and metal indu stries it is $40,000. In 
mining it is $130,000, and in petro­ 
leu m refining it is $150,000. 
U.S. bu sinesses are not likely to 
make this kind of inv estment in for­ 
eign cou ntries where there are high 
risks of war, rev olu tion, insu rrec­ 
tion, ex propriation, or cu rrency in­ 
conv ertibility . Bu t ou r Gk)v ernment 
policies, originated and pu t into ef­ 
fect by the foreign-handou t liberals, 
deliberately promote inv estment in 
ru naway plants by indu cements 
su ch as gov ernment insu rance 
against loss, long-term low-interest 
gov ernment loans, feasibility stu d­ 
ies, and other gimmicks—all paid for 
by the U.S. tax pay er. 
The American tax pay ers u su ally 
hav e little or no idea how their tax 
money is being spent and how it is 
creating u nemploy ment inside the 
United States. In 1973 alone, the 
Ov erseas Priv ate Inv estment Cor­ 
poration issu ed $2.3 billion worth of 
its high-risk insu rance, u sing the 
U.S. Treasu ry as its backing. 
American workers hav e paid a 
terrible economic price for the ex ­ 
trav agant policies of the liberal poli­ 
ticians. 


Rewarding 
failu re

Jim and Mary Ann are a ty pical 
hard-working middle-class Ohio 
cou ple. Both hold down fu ll-time 
jobs, and feel they mu st in order to 
su pport their fiv e children on their 
$11,000 combined annu al incomes. 
They liv e in a modest home and pay 
their bills promptly , bu t find it im­ 
possible to sav e any thing. 
Across the street is another fami­ 
ly . This familv liv es in a preten­ 
tiou s home ana driv es an ex pensiv e 
lu x u ry au tomobile. The father, how­ 
ev er, is u nemploy ed, which allows 
the family to receiv e $194 worth of 
food stamps each month plu s the 
benefit of other social serv ices. Unu ­ 
su al? No, u nless y ou are aware that 
he is u nemploy ed becau se he was 
cau ght embezzling fu nds from his 
employ er’s till! 
A little fu rther east, in New York, 
two brothers decide to bu y homes for 
their families. One brother is indu s­ 
triou s and goes to night school to 
qu alify for a promotion at his fac­ 
tory . The other brother drinks ex ­ 
cessiv ely and makes little effort to 
hold a steady job. In order to bu y 
their homes, the first brother had to 
pay a steep interest rate and make a 
su bstantial down-pay ment, 
while 
the second brother discov ered that 
he qu alified for low-income hou sing 
which wou ld cov er most of his ex ­ 
penses and interest charges. 
Across the cou nty , in Idaho, a 
y ou ng mother with one child decides 
to div orce her hu sband. The family 
income is low enou gh to qu alify her 
for the serv ices of a tax pay er-su p­ 
ported “legal aid” lawy er to obtain 
the div orce. The div orced mother 
then receiv es welfare pay ments. She 
bears two more children, both ille­ 
gitimate. With the birth of each child 
she also receiv es an increase in her 
welfare allotment. 
Meanwhile, back in Chicago, a 
y ou ng lady seeks one of the many 
gov ernment grants or loans av aila­ 
ble to college stu dents. Thou gh an 
honor stu dent, she finds that the 
modest su m her middle-class par­ 
ents hav e sav ed for retirement dis­ 
qu alified her from any scholarship 
help. Her friend, who is a mediocre 
stu dent, has no difficu lty at all in 
qu alify ing for sev eral gov ernment 
grants. Tie aernings of the two fam­ 
ilies are abou t the same. Bu t instead 
of try ing to sav e for their old age the 
parents of the second girl hav e spent 
their money on a beau tifu l home 
with fine fu rnishings, fancy cars, 
many v acations, and a high-stepping 
social life. 
Fu rther west, in Clalifomia, a di­ 
v orced mother of three decides not 
to work, which means that she may 
receiv e welfare, food stamps, free 
medical care, legal aid, rent su bsi­ 
dy , free school lu nches, and other 
social serv ices. For her to su pport 
su ch a standard of liv ing wou ld re­ 
qu ire a job pay ing $11,5(X) per y ear. 
Since there is small chance of her 
getting su ch a job, she ju st sits—at 
the tax pay ers’ ex pense ! 
To the v ast majority of hard­ 
working middle-class Americans ^ 
these may seem like shocking situ a­ 
tions. Bu t the piling of one social 
program u pon another has created a 
situ ation where su ch occu rrences 
are becoming commonplace. The 
world of social programs has be­ 
come so immense in recent y ears 
that no one person or bu reau can tell 
ju st how many people are receiv ing 
these welfare handou ts. The best ed­ 
u cated gu ess is that in ex cess of 30 
million people will receiv e some sort 
of a handou t this y ear. 
Proof of this is the cost, with so­ 
cial programs now being the largest 
portion of thr $304 billion bu dget pro­ 
posed by President Nix on for 1974-75. 
Total ou tlay s for social welfare by 
Federal, state, and local gov ern­ 
ments are ex pected to ex ceed $200 
billion this y ear—a fact attested to 
by the staggering tax load being 
borne by the middle-class wage 
earners of America. 
Perhaps the most tragic part of 
this maze of social programs is the 
theme that has emerged in recent 
y ears—a theme of rewarding fail­ 
u re. By rewarding laziness, immo­ 
rality , a disinclination toward self- 
improv ement, div orces, and ev en 
crimes, ou r society has pu t itself in 
the position of pu nishing the hard­ 
working middle-class citizen wfio 
pay s the tax es and keeps his own 
hou se in order. Heeling u nder su ch 
an oppressiv e tax bu rden, many 
middle-class workers are beginning 
to ask if perhaps ou r nation has 
made a mistake and gone down the 
wrong road.

WASHINGTON 
(NEA)— On 
March 16, 1%8, men of the 1st Pla­ 
toon, Charley Company , 1st Bn., 20th 
Inf., Americal Div ision, entered the 
Vietnamese hamlet of My Lai look­ 
ing for enemy soldiers. They fou nd 
none. Nev ertheless a war of sorts 
ensu ed. When after fiv e hou rs the 
platoon departed, scores of oriental 
civ ilians—men, women and chil­ 
dren, all u narmed—were dead or 
dy ing in the dirt. 
Of 25 U.S. ser­ 
v icemen later charged with implica­ 
tion in the atorcity , only one, platoon 
leader William (Galley , was ev er 
conv icted. Now, six y ears after the 
shamefu l deed, the possibility aris­ 
es that not ev en that one will pay for 
the crime. After serv ing three y ears 
of mere detention in a military 
apartment, and a few months of ac­ 
tu al prison incarceration, Calley has 
been ordered freed by a federal 
ju dge who believ es the case was 
preju diced by pretrial pu blicity . 
Sorrowfu lly for the administra­ 
tion of ju stice, the ju dge has a point. 
It might be argu ed that mu ch of Cal­ 
ley ’s pretrial pu blicity was fav ora­ 
ble or otherwise, thu s it perhaps 
cancelled itself as a mind-sway ing 
preju dicial agent. Yet it is u ndenia­ 
ble that the acting military tribu nal 
knew far too mu ch too soon abou t the 
particu lars, and the pu blic attitu de 
toward them, than they fairly shou ld 
hav e. 
The entire matter is thu s made 
more complex than ev er. And the 


hearts of reasonable men ev ery ­ 
where shou ld be trou bled. Calley ’s 
gu ilt, after all, is not in qu estion ; his 
defense was not innocence becau se 
of noninv olv ement, bu t innocence 
becau se he was “only following tbe 
torder of his su periors.” Considering 
what was done, that defense wou ld 
hav e been thin in Nazi (Germany . 
The My Lai massacre was as one­ 
sided as a ly nching; not one enemy 
shot was fired at the 1st Platoon. 
And since civ ilization is rooted in the 
premise that men place hu manity 
abov e regu lation, ev en if the order to 
“waste” My Lai was giv en, Calley is 
gu ilty of illegal complicity . 
Bu t is the Calley issu e has be­ 
come completely bogged now by le­ 
gal argu ments, and the fu tu re of the 
lieu tenant is equ ally u nclear, there 
is ev en another aspect of the issu e 
which deserv es debate; if the u lti­ 
mate cou rt decision is fu rther penal­ 
ization wou ld it inclu de more rou ­ 
tine imprisonment? I v ote no. 
My belief is that the stu bby for­ 
mer GI is as gu ilty of mu rder as 
Cain, bu t that no good pu rpose wou ld 
be serv ed by letting him simply 
grow old at Fort Lev enworth. A bet­ 
ter plan wou ld be to sentence him to 
a period of pu blic serv ice painting 
walls in a ghetto or cleaning nu rsing 
home bedpans. No one, least of all 
his v ictims, benefit by his incarcera­ 
tion; the alternativ e wou ld at least 
serv e the nation.

Inflation hurts growth

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Stock 
market prices drag along at a de­ 
pressing lev el for good reason. 
Financially , mu ch of U.S. indu s­ 
try is in bad shape. Replacement of 
obsolete equ ipment and some im­ 
prov ement costs normally come 
from tax dollars sav ed as firms 
write off a percentage of the original 
price of their factories, machinery 
and other capital goods. Inflation 
has so increased the cost of replace­ 
ment and so redu ced the v alu e of the 
dollars set aside that many compa­ 
nies literally cannot afford to mod­ 
ernize their worn-ou t or ou tdated 
plants. Others do so at a staggering 
cost. 
Profits are not rising as the Com­ 
merce Department’s loaded figu res 
indicate. More accu rate accou nting 
methods u sed by the Federal Re­ 
serv e indicate and after-tax decline 
ru nning cu rrently at 21 per cent for 
domestic produ ction. 
The ou tlook is ev en worse than 
painted abov e. Money borrowed for 
ex pansion and modernization at to­ 
d y ’s ex orbitant interest rates will 
inflate produ ction costs for y ears to 
come. In many cases, this will se­ 
v erely decrease the competitiv e po­ 
sitions of the companies inv olv ed. 
As a resu lt of the heav y borrow­ 
ing made necessary by today 's high 
replacement costs and the insu ffi­ 
ciency of reserv es, many firms find 
themselv es in shaky financial posi­ 
tion with debts too great a percent­ 
age of assets. Under these circu m­ 
stances, many firms are finding it 
impossible or difficu lt to borrow the 
fu nds they need for improv ement 
and ex pansion. Indeed, the low lev el 
of profits has forced some corpora­ 
tions to borrow heav ily ju st to main­ 
tain cu rrent produ ction. 
The men in bu siness are beset by 
u ncertainties. As Federal Reserv e 
Chairman Arthu r Bu rns has said, 
“They do not know what their fu tu re 


ex penses will be in dollar terms, nor 
whether their incomes will be su ffi­ 
cient to meet their costs. TTiey do not 
know what markets will be hu rt by , 
nor what markets will benefit from, 
the higher prices that people mu st 
pay . In short, the basic premises for 
the planning that American bu siness 
firms . . . cu stomarily do, hav e been 
u pset. . . ” Consu mers are in the 
same boat. 
Ev en when they can get the mon­ 
ey , many firms find it difficu lt to get 
the materials they need for modern­ 
ization or ex pansion, or for produ c­ 
ing consu mer or indu strial goods in 
su fficient qu antities. Alu minu m, 
coal, plastics, basic chemicals, pa­ 
per and steel are in short su pply . So 
are electric motors, metal castings 
and bearings. It is difficu lt to get 
bu siness equ ipment on time. 


The wonder is not that stock pric­ 
es are low bu t that with financing so 
difficu lt and the ou tlook u ncertain, 
American bu siness is now in the 
midst of an ex pansion driv e that is 
little short of miracu lou s. Sizeable 
inv estment programs are u nderway 
in the basic materials indu stries. 
TTiis y ear’s capital spending in the 
paper indu stry will probably reach 
42 per cent abov e 1973. In primary 
metals, the increase is 35 per cent, in 
chemicals, 20 per cent. The forecast 
for nex t y ear is likewise promising, 
"nie size of these increases mu st be 
discou nted for higher costs. Bu t cap­ 
ital ex penditu res hav e ex panded in 
real terms as well as dollars. 
In the face of so mu ch bad news, 
all this is ev idence of faith and de­ 
termination. Whatev er their indiv id­ 
u al motiv es, these men are staking 
their financial fu tu re and hopes for 
profit on the belief the U.S. economy 
will grow and prosper—and rather 
qu ickly . This spending and ex pan­ 
sion thu s far has kept this cou ntry 
from sinking into a more seriou s re­ 
cession or a depression. 


sy mpathy , bu t pragmatism. If soci­ 
ety tru ly demands debt repay ment 
from its ou tlaws, it can’t get it by 
locking them away . Indeed, that 
hoary “solu tion” to crime resu lts 
mostly in a kind of stonewall welfare 
for which the inju red party , society , 
foots the bill. Certainly , the walls 
mu st be preserv ed for dangerou s of­ 
fenders, bu t there is no ev idence that 
Calley can be inclu ded in this cate­ 
gory ; his v iolence was committed in 
circu mstances complimentary to v i­ 
olence and were singu larly u niqu e;

The only pu nishment the 
Uniform (^de of Military Ju stice al­ 
lows for a Calley is hard labor with 
confinement. The book, say s the le­ 
gal officer, follows William Cowpers 
adv ice: “Mercy to him that shows 
it.” 


It’s dou btfu l the military book 
will change soon, of cou rse. Thu s the 
idea of Calley serv ing the hu manity 
he so abu sed is obv iou sly a dream. If 
any thing, he will simply go free and 
on the lectu re circu it. After all, ev ­ 
ery one else at My Lai did—ex cept 
the dead.

Ronald 
Reagan legally av oided pay ing any 
income tax at all one y ear. 


The defeat of Ohio Sen. Howard 
Metzenbau m in last spring’s Demo­ 
cratic primary was attribu ted in 
large part to the like rev elation 
abou t his finances. 


So how come, asks the conserv a­ 
tiv e pu blication. Hu man Ev ents, 
how come nobody blinked an ey e* 
when v ice president-designate Nel­ 
son Rockefeller testified to congres­ 
sional inv estigators that in 1970 he 
earned more than $2.4 million and 
paid not one cent in federal tax es? 
“The media’s dou ble standard* 
was again apparent,” it said. “Nel­ 
son Rockefeller got away with some-- 
thing that nearly cau sed a jou malis-* 
tic ly nching for (the) others. ” 
All right—accepting the implicit 
assu mption that the American peo­ 
ple hav e no opinions and are incapa­ 
ble of indignation ex cept that which* 
is manu factu red for them by the all- 
powerfu l ‘ ‘media’ ’—how come? 
One reason might be that the 
name Rockefeller has been associat­ 
ed for so long with su ch v ast, almost 
imcomprehensible, wealth that peo­ 
ple ju st don’t think that any one with 
that name wou ld be capable of com­ 
mon v enality . 
Another might be that Nelson; 
Rockefeller, u nlike the gov ernor of"* 
California or its most famou s recent • 
fu ll-time resident, has nev er fed the 
people a lot of bu shwa abou t the '• 
Pu ritan pieties, the need for sacri­ 
fice, etc., etc., whilst insu lating his., 
own nest. 
Still another reason might be that 
Rockefeller’s largest dedu ction in 
1970—$1.2 million, or 50 per cent of 
his income, the max imu m allowed 
by law—was for charity and philan­ 
thropy . 
liia t’s $1.2 million compared to 
the few hu ndred donated by Mr. Nix ­ 
on that y ear. That’s $1.2 million giv ­ 
en to the cou ntry , not half a million 
(rou ghly Nix on’s dedu ction for his 
v ice presidential papers) taken from 
the cou ntry . 
Former Nix on speechwriter Wil­ 
liam Safire, now a New York Times« 
colu mnist, lamented that Rockefel­ 
ler “gav e half his income to chari­ 
ties of his choice rather than pay 
tax es that wou ld hav e gone to pro­ 
grams of the people’s choice.” 
Like aid to Sou th Vietnam? Aid to 
Tu rkey ? 
Oocodile tears. Ev en if Nelson 
Rockefeller hadn’t giv en a cent to 
charity in 197 0, he wou ld not hav e 
paid any where near $1.2 million in; 
federal income tax . As it is, he paid 
$500 million in state and local and- 
other nonincome tax es. 
There may well be a need for’ 
some sort of minimu m income tax ’ 
pay ment applicable to the su per-, 
rich, or the su perloopholed. After 
all, not all of u s can afford to giv e. 
away half ou r incomes.

wanted to know how to restore 
the luster to polished cotton. I 
do not know about restoring but 
the way I care of it is to wash it 
gently in lukewarm suds, rinse 
thoroughly and dip in a gelatin 
solution 
to add 
body. 
This 
leaves the fabric looking much 
like new. To m ake the gelatin 
solution I soak one tablespoon 
plain gelatin in a half cup cold 
w ater and then dissolve this in a 


gallon of boiling water. If the 
m aterial is quite heavy use half 
the amount of water. After dip­ 
ping the fabric roll it in a towel 
to absorb the excess m oisture, 
iron while slightly dam p and 
fabric will be restored to look 
alm ost like new. — M. H. 
DEAR POLLY - and M arie 
— Much polished cotton is worn 
in Hawaii and the women there 
use a starch about the texture 
of corn 
sta rch 
bought 
in 
Oriental food stores. Mix first 
with a bit of cold water and then 
add hot water to m ake a thin li­ 
quid. Dip fabric, wring and drip 
dry. — RUTH. 
DEAR G IR L S — Information 
released by a washing machine 
company say s to wash polished 
or glazed cotton in COLD water 
and a heavy duty detergent to 
retain the finish and run the 
w ash er only three to five 
minutes with it set at gentle 
speed. The dryer should be set 
for re g u lar fa b ric s and the 
fa b ric rem oved when still 
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slightly damp. 
Ironing very dam p tab le 
linens, with a hot iron, on thev 
wrong side first and then the 
top adds luster and the sam e 
could doubtless apply to the 
ironing of polished cotton. — 
POLLY. 
D EAR POLLY — For aprons 
that cost nothing I cut out the 
back portions of old cotton 
dresses. Many old skirts have 
enough m aterial to m ake a 
practical cobbler’s apron. —
